that crime increased 100 per cent in one 
year.’’ 

The pastor defined the law of the state 
in regard to capital crimes and the miti- 


‘gating circumstances, such as the sudden 


‘act of passion 


without. forethought or 


' malice, which characterize many crimes. 


He commended the wise provision of the 


‘law which regarded crime in its most hein- 
ous phase when the perpetrator had time 
'¢o listen to the voice of reason and hu- 


manitv before committing the act and 


/ had failed to heed the voice. 


As a kindred thought in connection with 


his text, Mr. Bridewell spoke feelingly of 
the desolate condition of children in the 
| large factories of the country whose em- 
plovers, he said, care little or nothing for 
the souls.of the little ones daily employed 
| by them.

“Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth 
and scourgeth every one whom He re- 
ceiveth.’’ Dr. Landrum spoke in part as 
follows: | 

‘There is abroad a silly and blasphem- 
ous notion that God delights in punish- 
ment. Ancient heathens embodied the 
opinion in a proverb, ‘Whom the gods 
love die young.’ God does not cause all 


| good children to die and all bal children 
| to 


live. The trouble is that we mistake 
weakness for goodness and innocence for 
virtue. 

“Chastisement ts never vindictive. On 
the contrary, it is the expression of a 
father’s love. It is spiritual education. 

“The trouble is. we rebel against any 
spiritual education, against any agent or 
system of reform which is attended by 
pain or hardship. God's purpose toward 
His children is not to punish but to pur- 
ify, to educate, to ennoble, to bring into 
highest experiences of blessedness and 
duty. 

‘“‘Here is a «hristlan woman the leader 
in all good works, hut cursed with a 
drunken husband who. breaks her heart 
and beggarsher children. We sympathize 
with her from the bottom of our hearts. 
There are many such cases. But review 
her history and learn the cause of her 
present trials. Before her marriage this 
excellent woman was informed of the 
intemperate’ habits and dissolute asso- 
ciates of the man to whom she had plight- 
ed her faith. Against the advice of her 
best friend and wisest counselors she 
married him, vainly hoping to reform him 
by her gentleness and affection. Now can 
we cast the blame on God? 

Soms things which befall us are in spite 
of God's love. We bring them on our- 
selves. 

“Chastisements are not punishments, 
certainly never punishments only. They 
are visited in love and because of love.’’
